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Continuation of 10. Other: The independent claim includes a method of a mobile station initiating hand-out from a first cell governed by 
a first (private) base station to a second public base station. Coursey teaches a private base station, when signaled by a public station, to 
implement hand-off with a mobile station. Hjern also discloses a method to support mobile transfer between a private base station and a 
public base station where hand-out is accomplished with information collected from the cellular network, assessment by the private 
station, then information transferred from the private base station to the mobile station for subsequent hand-out initiated by the mobile or 
private base station, column 7, lines 1 1-49. It is obvious to combine the prior art to teach alternative hand-off techniques since both teach 
mobile transfer between a private and public wireless system. 
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
